If on the contrary the government 
had (bown the validity of the claim of Spain, 
I fbould not, perhaps, have hrfitatrd to give 
the money.

The thermometer is leldoin as low as 75, 
and is generally from 80 to 85 throughout the 
year and efpecialiy in the iunimer months, 
when it is very calm. 
The atmofphere is dry.

Putrid and malignant 
fevers do not make their appearance here as 
frequently ss in trod of the Wefi-lndia- 
111 »nds ; and it is a circumflant? worthy of 
particular notice,that thatcLfs of p-ople who 
are devoted to the bardrft labour and greateft 
expofures are wonderfully firong and robuil. 
The town aud its environs, contains about 
1 2 000 inhabitants. 
City o f Carracas— This is the capital and 
feat of government of the piovmce of the 
fame name, and is perhaps one of the fined 
fituations in the world. 
It fLnd* in a moil 
drlightfiil valley immediately over the high 
mountain, at the foot of wlmh, L;» Cu«yra 
is Citua ted, and is dill a ut from that place pro­ 
bably not more than 10 leagues in a dnrdl 
line South.— The road to it over the moun­ 
tains is 5 leagues.—The elevation of this 
valley above the level of the (ta is near 4000 
feet. 
The climate is very even, mild and 
temperate, the thermometer fcfdom lifmg 
higher than 78 and never falls below 58 and 
6*8. 
I: it generally about 72, Fahrenheit.— 
The atmofiih< re is rather humid ; its inhabit­ 
ants enjoy exceeding good health. 
There are feveral fmall livers near the 
city where waters are found to be whole- 
Come and very f.lutary for bathing. 
N ear­ 
ly all the European tropical fruits and vegeta- 
hies are produced here, and even Indian corn 
and wheat might be cultivated in fufficient 
quantities to fupplv its inhabitants, or even 
all the Weft-India M inds. 
One may wear 
a broadcloth cloak all the year round in this 
delightful valley without 
inconvenience, 
and it very properly is denominated 
the 
Montpellier of the new world.
